We also see clients at the Heartland Girls Ranch in 
Benson MN. Clients there have been focusing on Pregnancy 
Education, Parenting skills and Education. We are also 
working with Steven’s County Human Services to help with 
parenting and life skills. We have also been meeting clients 
in Hancock, MN who do not have transportation once a 
week.

We 
have also been able to meet the needs of our Spanish 
speaking clients and have experienced a HUGE increase in 
our number of Spanish speaking clients again this quarter. 
We are also extended our services to another town to help 

with lack of transportation. _
